The skull of Stilion was smashed 


in above the left ear, where there 
was a hole about three inches in 
circumference made 'apparently 
b> 


some weapon. 
A long crack of six 


or eight inches in length was also 
caused by the impact of the blow. 
The body is in a horrible condition 
and recognition is practically 
im- 


possible. 


The most sensational 
testimony 


advanced during the inquisition was 
given by President Chamberlain o' 
Denieon university, who aided 
in 


the removal of the body of the un- 
fortunate matt after the fire. Ac- 
cording to his 'testimony as much as 
a, pint o'f blood was found in a little 
pool about six inches from the head 
of Stilion. 
This should prove to be 


a very strong argument 
for

play. How could this pool of blood 
have gathered if the dead man had 
been suffocated by the smoke? Ti 
would seem unreasonable to advance 
the theory that the roof or a por- 
tion -of the roof had fallen in upon 
Kim as 'he was attempting to escape. 
Primarily because the cottage was a 


; one story affair and the roof did no! 


fall directly over where the 
body 


was discovered hut was torn down 
later as it was thought that it might 
fall and seriously injure some of the 
searchers. 


True there was a chimney in the 
center of the building which 
fell 


during the fire but none of the. re- 
fuse fell in such great proximity as 
to seriously threaten him from this 
source. Then again why were the 
mallet and the iron found so close 
to his body and why does the mallet 
ceem to fit the hole made 
in 
the 


skull. This evidence is very pecu- 
liar and the natural inference with- 
out a question of doubt would be 
that the man had been either quar- 
reling and had been hurt 
in 
the 


sctrffle which followed or that he 
had been murdered while 
in 
his 


bed and in both cases the culprit 
set the cottage on fire in order to 
cover his criminal act. 


But the clothes had not been re- 


moved so it is evident that he had 
rot retired for the night.

ately the question arises, could he 
have committed suicide. Argument 
from this source would not appear 
plausible for the reason that Stilion 
had just purchased a good supply

Columbus, Feb. 20.—Caring for Ohio 


people, who are victims of tubercu- 
losis said to number 20,000, and for 
whom no .adequate hospital care is 
now provided by either the state or 
the county, will be one of the chief 
problems presented at the first state 
conference of anti-tuberculosis work- 
ers, to be held here February 26. 


Robert G. Pater son, chief of the di- 


vision of tuberculosis under the state 
board of health today in checking up 
the hospital equipment of the state, 
found that Ohio at the present time, 
through municipal, county -and dis- 
trict hospitals, is providing for only 
about 15,000 tuberculosis patients. 


"During the past year every effort 


of the anti-tuberculosis workers will 
be directed toward 
securing addi- 


tional hospital facilities," Dr. Patter- 
son said. "At the present time but 
27 counties had definite arrangements 
for hospital treatment. Inasmuch as 
the state hospital at Mt. Vernon re- 
ceived only incipient cases, this means 
that in more than half of the coun- 
ties of the state, tuberculosis sufferers 


are sent to the county infirmaries or 
are given no attention whatever," he 
added. 


"At the present time Cleveland and 


Cincinnati have municipal tuberailo- 
sis hospitals; 
Franklin, Lucas and 


Butler counties have county hos- 
pitals, and district hospitals in which 
several icounties maintain, are located 
at Springfield, Lima and Dayton. This 
with the Mt. Vernon institution, con- 
stitutes the hospital equipment of the 
state," Dr. Patterson said. 


Another proposed factor in curbing 


tuberculosis in Ohio, which will be 
given considerable 
attention at the 


conference here, is the county visiting 
nurse. At the present time, 27 cities 
and villages in Ohio nave employed 
regular visiting nurses 
that devote 


their entire time to looking after the 
sick in the community, advising in 
methods of preventing contagion from 
spreading and arousing interest 
in 


public health work.

When are platform declarations bind- 
ing? is a query that is interesting 
Washington just now. There are va- 
rious discussions regarding platform 
pledges in and out of congress, and 
some members of the Democratic party 
are free and frank in calling attention 
to instances where the platform 1» be- 
ing ignored.

Ing Valley railroad, between Colum- 
bus and Toledo, in the railway mall 
aervice, has been 
promoted to 
the 


Sea Post department, and is running 
between New York and San Juan, 


o Rico. 


In a recent letter to relatives in 
bis county, Mr. Gurney 
wrote 
the 


fallowing interesting description of 
his first trip: 


"Leaving New York, in charge of 


all mails aboard the ship, which con- 
sisted of an accumulation from Spain, 
France, 
England, and 
almost all 


countries of the world, I found plen- 
ty to do, for all had to be separated 
into every city and village on the isl- 
and and the city of San Juan had to 
be separated for carriers. Not being 
familiar with geography of the coun- 
try, with no time to study the distri- 
bution and 
with 
all 
the 
foreign 


'scribble' to read, you can imagine 
the task I had. 


"The voyage, which is equal to half 


the distance to England, is made in 
four or five days, and although passing 
not far from the Bermudas no stop 
is made on the whole trip. The ves- 
sel is in 
wireless communication 


with the 'States' as far as Cape Hat- 
teras, and any orders are sent in this 
way. 


"The tossing of the wild Atlantic 


waves soon put me out and for two 
days and a half 1 was confined to my 
berth, unable to complete my work. 
So rough was the voyage that it 
seemed the vessel 
turned complete 


somersaults as it battled 
with the 


fierce waves. 
, 


"Arriving at San Juan, I was al- 


lowed to land and free to enjoy 
the 


'new world' as I wished. 


"The city is old and 
of Spanish 


architecture, 
with narrow 
streets, 


sidewalks not over three feet wide and 
very poorly constructed; buildings 
mostly of adobe, cement and 
stone, 


• with Spanish names over doors—and 


I couldn't tell a bank from a saloon, 
many of which exi^t there. Saw many 
people from the States' but a large 
part of the business is in the hands 
of- natives. There were 'senoritas' as 
beautifully dressed as in Ohio, and 
many very fair to look upon. 


"The weather is very hot and sub- 


ject to rain or shine without notice. 
The sun shines so hot it sooa burns 
the skin quite black and in a mo- 
ment the rain descends in torrents, 
almost as quickly to be dried up by 
the tropica heat. 


"San Juan is the largest and most 


important city, and is equal to many 
of our large Ohio cities in business 
importance. 


"The island of Porto Rico, which 


was settled by Spanish and came to 
the United States through adjustment 
of the Spanish war in 1898-99, is 100 
miles long by abuut 50 miles wide, 
and has over a million inhaoitants. 
The 
popumuon is fast 
becoming 


Americanized by introduction of our 
eystem of government 
and 
schools 


which are now established all over the 
Island. 


"It is a valuable possession on ac- 


count of its tropical products, which 
grow in abundance and find 
ready 


market in the United States. 


"My return trip to New York was 


•without special incident, my duty be- 
ing to make up mails for a.l states 
and to 'work' New York City. I will 
make about two round trips each 
month. Have the best of quarters on 
ship and the best of everything to eat, 
dining with the officers." 


Mr. Gurney's years of experience as 


railway mail clerk have especially 
fitted him for the strenuous service to 
which he has been promoted.

Feb 20. — Secretary 


William J. Bryan, after 
a cabinet 


conference, ordered an immediate in- 
vestigation of the Killing of W. S. 
Benton. the English ranch owner at 
Juarez. 


Secretary 
Bryan 
announced 
the 


news of Benton's death as he went in- 
to a cabinet meeting at the White 
House. He declared be had absolutely 
no details. An email dispatch from 
consul 
Edwards merely announced 


the death of the Englishman. 


Sir Cecil Spring Rice, the British 


ambassador who called upon Secretary 
Bryan to ask for information of Ben- 
ton also was told of the news. 


Benton was arrested in Juarez last 


Tuesday and had. t|ot been heard from 
since. His wife and friends feared he 
had been executed by General Villa, 
the constitutionalist leader. 


Villa at first denied knowledge of 


Benton's whereabouts, but yesterday 
in conversation with inquirers, inti- 
mated that he knew something about 
the Englishman and added that Ben- 
ton had threatened him with a re- 
volver. 


Villa was quoted as einressing pro- 


fane indifference toward an appeal to 
the British ambassador at Washing- 
ton. Sir Cecil Spring Rice asked the 
state department 
yesterday to take 


steps for the protection of the British 
subject. Mrs Benton had received an 
Unconfirmed report that her husband 
was a prisoner in a Juarez jail. He 
was largely interested in minting and 
had a hundred thousand acre ranch 
in Chihuahua 


Later Secretarv Bryan said he had 


a dispatch giving some further infor- 
mation about the death of Benton, but 
that it did net contain enough facts 
upon which to base an opinion of the 
circumstances. 


In commurirating to the British 


ambassador the news of the death of 
Benton, Secretary of State Bryan ad- 
ded that he had ordered a thorough 
investigation 
through 
American 


Consul Edwards at Juarez and Con- 
sul Letcher at rhihuahua. 


Pending th<> result of the inquiry 


there is every deposition on the part 
of officials, not only of the state de- 
partment but al=o of the British em- 
bassy to maintain a judicial attitude 
and await th* production of evidence. 


The facts -o far developed have 


been reported tr, the British foreign 
office by An bassador Spring-Rice, 
who has be^n moving energetically 
in the case r-.<>r since the arrest of 
Benton was firn brought to his at- 
tention.
